The senate, by a vote of 34 to 28, 


adopted a motion of1 Sen. Lenroot, 
rep., of Wisconsin, fixing the army's 
maximum limit of 160,000, thereby 
rejecting .the committee's proposal 
to make the figure 175,00*. 


This vote was takeri although Gen- 


eral Pershing and Secretary of War 
Baker, at an executive session with 
the military affairs committee, had 
objected to any serious cut in the 
size of the army. General Pershing 
suggested 200,000 as the minimum 
limit!

EDGERTON", Wis.—The assorting 


season is now in full swing. Help 
is ample, and the prevailing wages 
are $1.25 a hundred pounds for siz- 
ing. 
The market continues dull. A 


crop is "take'n here and there, but no 
effort is made in any quarter indi- 
cating any desire on the part of the 
packers to get. a supply. In ^north- 
ern Wisconsin vhere the bulk~o:f the 
crop passed into t'uS li'^Ed; -sf ^ few 
of the large manufacturers in the 
early stage of the game, a remnant 
of considerable size is still left to be 
contracted for. Some 
buying is 


done there now at figures considera- 
bly lower than some weeks ago. 
It 


is also reported from receiving cen- 
ters up there that 
differences of 


opinion have arisen 
over 
adjust- 


ments made iipon the delivery of th«. 
leaf. That this would come to pass 
was to be expected; that the deliver- 
ies hitherto made have come through 
as smoothly as they have, show that 
the contracting parties are anxious 
to avoid friction wherever possible. 
As the tobacco market has developed 
since this higji priced tobacco was 
bought, it is a pretty fair guess that 
the velvet is neither broad nor long 
for the packers. . In the southern 
section the tobacco is coming in rap- 
idly. Janesville warehouses are go- 
ing to handle a large amount of leaf 
this season, Stoughton, Madison se 
other points are getting busy, and 
Edgerton will, as in the past, handle 
its futl share of the bought acreage. 
The growers who have not sold are 
bestirring themselves to have their 
tobacco taken cave of. The prospects 
of a willing market are not any bek 
ter than during the past two months, 
and they who have'not the help, the 
facilities or the inclination to assort 
on the farm are making ready to 
have their crops 
handled in the 


farmers' -warehouses. There have 
also been efforts made to come to 
an understanding of pooling their 
holdings as they did in 1918. The 
time is slipping by, and'the need of 
action.is felt in order to have the 
crop taken care of before the season 
of spring arrives. Yet, it is but nat- 
ural that-the grower hesitate* to tic 
himself to any proposition whi«h 
would stand in the way of a^sale, in 
case the market should take a torn 
for the better during the nextmcnth 
or six weeks, a shift in the Condi- 
tions which jnst now hardly, seems, 
probable, unless a demand for the 
unsold type of leaf should develop, 
which wc-uld'«i*e -the stagnant east- 
em market center*.

His Lordship Again On the Way to Get Extension On Great 


Britain'* Debt To Us, '

HE announcement that Lord Chalmers, at the head of an 
English mission, is about to visit this country to try to get 


Uncle Sam to renew the indebtedness of billions which England 
owes the U. S. becomes more interesting with the news that 
came from Washington yesterday to the effect that Senator La 
Follettc had introduced a resolution providing that this indebted- 
ness should not be renewed without authority of Congress.

Balfonr mission which visited the U. S. during the war. As 
Senator Phelan put it in a debate in the senate the other day: 
"The Balfour mission was in the United States for the purpose 
of wheedJinjf by those diplomatic graces in which the British 
are skilled and trained, four billions of dollars from the treasury 
of the United States."

William Denman has just sent a letter to several members

"1 trust yc_ will r,ot misunderstand my frankness about certain con- 


ditions rirerailin;; in Confess.. Much of your public life has been spent 
as a parliamentayian, and I- may feel assured of yonr sympathetic appre- 
ciation of the difficulties nnder which I am laboring; in attempting to pro- 
eure drastic war legislation. There is a strong anti-British sentiment in 
certain group* in the Confess. I believe I can help hold this in check if 
1 hare your assurance that there will bo a full disclosure of all the ajrree- 
nents between tVe Allies affecting the interests of the United States and 
general world-shippinj; conditions. I will not disclose any of these mat- 
ters to them, bn! ray position will be strenfrthened if I can assure them 
that we know all." 


Mr. Balfour replied to this tb?t that was the very purpose of the 


conference, and that all such matters would be fully 
tftsclosed to the 


American conferees. 


He never redeemed his promise, and our faith in him I 4 us to be- 


lieve we knew all. Instead he continued his protestations of friendship, 
which, with his (rreat personal charm and rhetorical gifts, created a confi- 
dence no warm and so profound that it strains our imagination to believe 
Che underlying deception. 


The testimony on this, so far as Americans are concerned, is irre- 


futable. Our President has told us that it was not until months after that 
he learned of those secret treaties, which not only destroyed the value of 
our Pacific naval base but at the same time inserted her bitterest enemy 
into the heart of China. America's real friend in the Orient. Mr. Lansing 
made a similar statement to the press many months after Mr. Balfour's 
departure. My own experience, which related to the ship provisions of 
the secret treaties, is equally clear on the issue.
